W HEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the fourth year of 
the reign of His present Majesty King George the Fourth, cap. 61, 
sect. 69, it is enacted, that if any Officer of the Court of Chancery of Ireland, 
being by law permitted to sell his Office, should sell the same, such Officer should 
be at liberty, at any time within six months after the sale thereof, to apply, by 
Petition, to the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, to examine into the amount of the 
Compensation payable to such Officer under the provision of the said Act ; and that 
the Lord Chancellor should thereupon, by all or such of the ways and means as he 
should think proper, examine and certify, in like manner as thereinbefore men- 
tioned, the average annual amount of such Compensation ; and such Certificate 
should, yearly and every year during the life of such Officer, be of the like force and 
efficacy for and towards entitling such Officer to Compensation, as if he had con- 
tinued to hold his said office, and annually receive such Certificate : 

And whereas Henry George Heard, Esquire, late one of the Six Clerks of the 
High Court of Chancery in Ireland, preferred his Petition to me, stating that he 
had, under the provisions of an Act of Parliament of the fifty-fifth year of the reign of 
His late Majesty King George the Third, cap. 114, sold his office to Henry Darly, 
Esq. who had been approved of by his Honour, the Master of the Rolls of Ireland, 
and who then held the said office as the said Henry George Heard’s successor, and 
praying that he might have the full benefit of the said Act of the 4 Geo. IV. c.61. 
in relation to the said Compensation ; and thereupon, by an order bearing date 
the 13th day of November last, I referred it to Thomas Ellis, William Henn, 
Roderick Connor and John Sealy Townsend, Esquires, the four Masters of the 
High Court of Chancery, to examine into the amount of the Compensation payable 
to the said Henry George Heard under the provisions of the said Act of the 
4 Geo. IV . cap. 6 1 , and to certify to me the average annual amount of such 
Compensation. 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said order, the said Masters made their Report, 
bearing date the 8th day of December instant, and thereby certified that they 
had inquired into the matter so to them referred, and found that the said Henry 
George Heard is entitled to the sum of 1,461 /. 25 . 7 d. late currency, being 
1,348 1 . 155. 5 d. present currency, per annum, being the average annual amount 
of such Compensation, as appears by the said Report filed of Record in the 
Register’s office of the said Court of Chancery ; —

6‘i, certify that the said Henry George 
Heard, having sold his office to the said Henry Darly on the 29th day of July last, 
upon the conditions prescribed by the Act of Parliament of the fifty-fifth year of the 
reign of His late Majesty King George the Third, cap. 114, is now entitled, by 
reason of such sale, to the annual Compensation of 1,348/. 155. 5 d. present cur- 
rency, pursuant to the several directions and provisions of the said recited Act of the 
4 Geo. IV. cap. 61. 

These are therefore to authorize and require you to cause to be issued out of the 
Receipt of the Exchequer of Ireland, to Henry George Heard, Esq. late one of the 
Six Clerks of the High Court of Chancery in Ireland, the annual Compensation of 
1,348/.
